McCloskey Faces 
Perjury Charges

were issued Monday for the arrest

ASKS DEATH IN 
SAN QUENTIN 


Self-confessed Murderer In­ 
terrupts Insanity Plea And 
Asks For Noose.

Los Angeles, Nov. 29 TAP)—Dal­ 
las Egan, alias Robert York, 
de­ 
manded in court Monday that he 
be sentenced to death for the mur­ 
der of T. C. Kirkpatrick, of Detroit, 
wealthy Olympic games visitor who 
was shot down in a jewelry store 
hold-up here. 
Interrupting an insanity plea of­ 
fered for him by his attorney, Egan 
asked to be hanged “at San Quen- 
ton 
prison." Judge 
Isaac 
Pacht 
passed the death sentence as re­ 
quested. 
It was the second time Egan had 
caused a court sensation, 
having 
interrupted his trial on the murder 
charge last week to declare he was 
guilty rf the killing. 
He said then that he ‘‘gave no 
quarter and asked no quarter." 
In asking that the execution be 
at San Quentin. Egan said: “I don’t 
want the guards at Folsom to have 
the satisfaction of standing around 
and leering at me in the death 
house. 
"I just got out of Folsom after 
serving 
a 
nine-year 
‘stretch.’ I 
spent three years in solitary con­ 
finement, and I don’t want to go 
back to prison and serve nine year 
or twenty years or any years. 
“With all due respect to my at­ 
torney,” he exclaimed, “I want to 
say I pleaded guilty to this murder 
while in my sound mind.” 
“When I committed the crime, 
I was also of sound mind. 
“None of us is entirely sane. You, 
yourself, your honor, probably are 
not entirely sane." 
Asked by Judge Pacht how he 
happened to have a weapon dur­ 
ing the holdup, he replied: 
“I carried 
a 
gun all 
the six 
months I was cut of Folsom. 
I 
intended to use it to get money 
and kill anyone who tried to stop 
me.1’
